NEOLA (Iowa,) April 23.—Kelly’s 
army awoke today to find a mutiny in 
existence.

Spead turned 
away with his handkerchief to his eyes 
and walked down the bluff alone to join 
the main body. The little band, with 
flag and banner lowered, watched him, 
many sobbing aloud. At last ‘‘Capt.”’ 
Moss asked if they -would follow East. 
“Col. Spead will bring Kelly around,’ 
he. said, ‘‘and we will be back in the 
army before tomorrow.” After a brief 
consultation the men declared their 
willingness to go, and gave three rous- 
ing cheers for Spead. They passed the 
army drawn up along the wagon road, 
and started up the railroad for Avoca, 
where the army was to spend the night. 

Kelly marshaled ‘his troops and the 
march to Avoca, eighteen’ miles dis- 
tant, began. The farmers of the sur- 
rounding country provided 100 wagons 
and the greater part of the men were 
carried. One or two companies had to 
walk, and “Col.” .Baker joined the 
ranks of these. The men were vigor- 
ously. cheered and every mile or so 
farmers met.the ranks with wagon- 
loads of provisions. Dinner was taken 
in a pretty grove about nine miles from 
Neola and the army reached Avoca 
The Industrials re- 
ceived an ovation as they marched 
into town and were well provided with 
rations. 

The St. Paul road began running 
trains into Council Bluffs today, but no 
attempt to seize a train was made. The 
march overland will be continued 
quietly until Des Moines is reached, 
but there the men are certain they will 
secure a train. “Gen.” Kelly today 
showed his roll-calls to an Associated 
Press reporter, showing that 1365 men 
marched into Neola yesterday. Twenty 
recruits were secured there and 1330, 
exclusive of officers, reached Avoca, 

KBLLY’S PLANS. 

AVOCA (Iowa,) April 23.—Kelly’s re- 
ception here tonight was fully as flat- 
tering as that accorded him at Neola. 
The 2500 inhabitants were apparently 
all. on the streets and the brawny- 
armed countrymen and buxom maidens 
vied with each other in doing them 
honor.

COLTON, .April 23.—(Special Corre-

We will put 
the steamer Coos Bay on the line in her 
stead for a while. anyway, and she will 
be prepared to leave here April 25.” _ 

From statements made by the first 
mate and chief engineer of the Los An- 
geles, who are now on their way to this 
city from Point Sur Lighthouse, it ap- 
pears that the ship struck at 8:45 
o’clock in the evening and sank in fif- 
ty-five minutes. The first two boats 
lowered landed forty men and boys at 
1 o'clock. The passengers reached shore 
in a pitiable condition. Many of them 
had lost all their belongings and barely 
escaped with their lives. Some of the 
men rescued in the first boats were clad 
only in overcoats. Others had: nothing 
on but their nightgowns, and still 
others had only their underclothes, The 
suffering from exposure was intense, 
as the night was unusually cold and a 
stiff southwest wind was blowing. 

All these people were cared for by the 
crew at the Point Sur Lighthouse, and 
are left without a stitch of clothing, 
aside from what they are now wearing. 
In addition to the many friendly serv- 
ices rendered by them to the passen- 
gers, the lighthouse crew have volun- 


tarily assumed the arduous task of re-. 
covering and caring for all the wreck-.

THE CAPTAIN TESTIFIES. « 

The bodies of Curtin, » Fitzpatrick, 
Sheridan, Sherman and Nolan,:all vic- 
tims of the disaster, were brought here 
today, Coroner Gordon having heen 
unable to secure a jury in the sparsely- 
populated region of Point Sur, and 
the Coroner’s inquest was held here. 

Capt. H. D. Leland, master-of the ill- 
fated steamer, was the first . witness, 
‘He testified that at Piedras Blancas 
he shaped the veseel’s,course to Point 
Sur, northwest one-quarter north by 
the compass, her tegular course, which 
clears all danger as far as Point Sur, 
where the course is changed. At 7:30 
in the evening he went forward ot 
looked about, saw the light on Point 
Sur, and then said to. Third ‘Officer 
Ryfkogel, who had charge of the 
watch: ‘“I’ll Ile down for awhile and 
take a@ little rest. Give.me a. call 
when Cooper’s Point is abeam.” They 
were then albout five miles southeast 
of Point Sur. The captain stated that 
Ryfkogel replied: “Ail right, sir; I'll 
do so.” 

Continuing his narrative, the captain 
said: “I then lay down in my berth, 
which is next to the pilot-~house, with 
my clothes on. I was quietly resting 
when I received the first intimation 
that there was anything wrong, in the 
shape of a bump on the reef. I rushed 
from my. room into the pilot-house and 
shouted: ‘Hard :ito starboard!’

At the Courthouse the principal busi- 
ness was the hearing in the case of 
the Roscoe train-robber suspects. The 
filing of a suit by Mrs. Brunson to quiet 
title in the handsome residence in her- 
‘self, and charging her former husband, 
, Anson Brunson, with fraud, also caused 
‘Some talk and revived interest in the 
“sensational divorce case, which was. 
‘ before the courts Some months ago. 


AT THE CITY HALL 
THE COUNCIL. 


“Electric Franchise Vetoed—‘‘Biue Line’ Street 
_. Their San Diego trip evidently had 
;@ peculiar effect on the city fathers, 
for they did business at yesterday’s 
Meeting in a rather sleepy fashion. All 
Of the members, however, were pres- 
ent, as was also Councilman-elect Hugh 
‘J. Smith. 

_ After the usual reading of the min- 
,utes, the Council proceeded with the 
official canvass of the returns of the 
selection held in the Bighth Ward for 
the purpose of filling. the vacancy 
‘Caused. by the resignation of John T 
Gaffey. 

President Teed appointed as tellers 

Councilmen Munson and Nickell, and 
-the big envelopes containing the re- 
.turns were opened and their contents 
dnspected. The returns from four of 
the precincts were defective. In the 
cases of three of them the certificate of 
.the vote was properly signed, and the 

names of the respective candidates 
_properly entered, but the number of 

votes for the various candidates was 
hot entered. This made it appear that 
the various candidates received blank 

“votes. 

;. As. it was merely.a clerical error 
Which ‘would be likely. to be. over- 
_,looked by the courts*it was decided to 
count the votes from those precincts 
_the Same as if they had been pro rly 
Presi- 
dent Teed thereupon instructed the 
City Clerk to issue to Mr. Smith a 
_ (eertificate of his election. 

As the law requires that such certifi- 
cate must not be issued till the suc-” 
-cessful candidate files a sworn state- 
gpment of his election expenses, and as, 
or some reason not explained to the 

Council, Mr. Smith had not had pre- 
pared such a. statement, it was not 
,till quite late in the afterrioon that he 
presented the proper affidavit, and was 
Aworn in. as a member of the Council. 

BLECTRIC FRANCHISE VETOED. 
The following message from the 

_Mayor was also read: ; 
. “I return herewith without my ap- 
proval ‘An ordinance granting to the 
“Los Angeles Consolidated Electric Rail- 
way Company and its assigns the right 
to construct and operate- an electric 
‘Street railway along certain streets of 
the city of Los ‘Angeles,’ adepted» ‘by: 

your honorable body April 9, 1894, . 

_ “That portion of the franchise, ‘com- 
,~mencing at the intersection of Mar- 
Mhessault street and Main street; thence 
northerly on Main street to Macy street: 
thence easterly Macy street to 

Alameda,’ is decidedly objectionable, 
oe it is hot presumable that the grantee 
will construct and operate a. spur. 600. 

feet long, and the franchise can only 
be desired to prevent the construction 
and operation of a street railroad 
thereon in connection with another 


Toad. 

_*T also object to that portion of the 
ordinance granting. a.franchise, ‘com- 
mencing at the intersection of Spring, 
Main and Ninth streets, thence south- 
erly on Main street to Tenth ¢@treet; 
thence westerly on Tenth street .to 
‘Broadway,’ unless the company aban- 
don their franchise on Ninth street; 
the same company has at this time 
tracks and (franchises on Fifth, 
Winth, Pearl and Olive streets, which 
they do not operate and only serve to 
‘obstruct’ the traffic and prevent the op- 
eration of other’ railroads on said 
streets. 

“The description 

‘the ordinance, viz.: ‘Commencing at 
the intersection of Downey avenue and 
man street, thence easterly on 
Downey avenue to Pritehard street, 
‘thence southerly on Pritchard street 
to Kuhrts:stréet,’ is objectionable for 
the reason of its being apparently 
intended to terminate at Mission Road 
at the East Side -Park instead of 
Kuhrts street, which does not inter- 
sect Pritchard street... 
“While I believe our property-holders, 
‘taxpayers and residents are desirous 
to aid in the promotion of transporta- 
tion companies and to assist in the 
development of the resources. of our 
city, I do not think they are willing 
that any of our streets should be ob- 
structed with franchises and rails in 
the interest’of private parties to prevent 
Others from operating street railroads 
thereon. 

“By the ordinance the grantee is re- 
quired to file with the City ° Clerk 
within’ thirty days after the passage 
of this ordinance ‘a bond of not less 
than $10,000 for-the faithful carrying 
out of the terms of this franchise.’ 
What the object of this requirement 
4s I do not know and do hot see how 
a forfeiture of such a bond could be 
enforced. to work any benefit to the 
city, but it seems to me if a bond 
is required it should be presented and 
approved before, not after, the fran- 
chise is granted.” 

ANOTHER VETO. 

The Mayor returned without his ap- 
proval the ordinance of intention to im- 
prove Figueroa street, between Adams 
street andithe southerly city limits, On

FACTS IN ELECTRICITY. 


What is Going on in the Field of Sclence— 
Electrical Inventions. 
[From a Special Contribuior.] 


In view of the transitional state of 
the telephone industry in this country, 
the following particulars. about tele- 
phone rates in Europe will be of in- 
terest. In Austria-Hungary the rates 
are unfform for all State telephone ex- 
changes, which embrace the whole 
country, éxcept the city of Vienna. 
There is an installation charge of $25 
for a distance of not more than 6500 
metres, and $5 for every additional 100 
metres; there is in addition a station 
charge of. $15, and what is called a 
working charge of: $10, so that the an- 
nual charge is about $25. In Switzer- 
land the charge has been by degrees 
reduced to,about $15.75. As might be 
expected from this tariff, the number 
of telephones has rapidly increased, 

ounting up, even in 1891, to 12,595. In 

rance the telephones are a State af- 
fair;.the annual charge for towns with 
oyer twenty-five thousand inhabitants 
is. $40, and for smaller towns $30. In 
Italy. the telephones may be worked 
}elither by the State or by private enter- 
prise. The annual subscription, ranges 
according to the size of the town from 
$25 to $30. Sweden is famous for its 
cheap and well-managed telephonic sys- 
tem, which comprises both an extensive 
and ever-growing State telephone serv- 
ice, and numerous private concerns. 
A subscription of $22.50 will cover an 
area of about a mile from the exchange. 
For smaller towns the rates are $5 to 
$7.50. Private companies have as low 
an annual subscription as $8.25. In 
Norway telephone service is also cheap, 
| subscriptions varying from $22.25 to $11. 
according. to the number of inhabitants. 
The erection of a very extensive system 
of State telephones in Norway is now 
under discussion. In Spain most of the 
télephone companies are private con- 
cetns; the subscriptions vary from $55 
to $15. In Holland, where the Nether- 
lands ‘ell Telephone Company has 
practically a monopoly, the subscrip- 
tions are fixed according to the size of 
the towns, from Amsterdam, $50, to 
towns like Harlem, of possibly thirty 
thousand inhabitants. In still smaller 
towns the charges sink to~ $17.50, 


even lower when contracts exterid over 
séveral years. The telephones of Bel- 
gium are partly State and partly pri- 
vate affairs. There are uniform sub- 
' seriptions; but the charges are regis- 
téred aceording to the distance from 
the central station, and the term of 
subscription. The charges for the State 
telephone are, for a distance of about 
five-eighths of a mile from the ex- 
change, The usual charges for 
privaté companies vary from $25 to 
$30. In Luxemburg the charges vary 
between $15 and $20. In Denmark tele- 
phone service costs from $41.62 to $7.62. 
In Germany the telephones are almost 
exclusively State institutions, and the 
charges are on the whole high. In En- 
gland, the National Telephone Com- 
rany charges from _ $100 annually in 
the city of London down to $50 or $40 
in smaller towns. Americans can re- 
flect on these figures with advantage.

THE PHONOPORE SYSTEM.

The proximity of a boat to a 
cable was in this way indicated at a 
distance of 340 feet. Mr. Stevenson's 
second instrument is.a coil of insulated 
' wire surrounding a core (that is, an 
-electro-magnet with a telephone in the 
circuit of this coil.) With this instru- 
ment the interruption and play of the 
current: produced through a wire 200 
feet in length could be detected threugh 
sixty feet of salt water. When sub- 
|merged the sound was just as loud. 
The noise in a Bell telephone with 
the instrument in fifteen feet of water 
was almost deafening. Mr. Stevenson 
explains these phenomena .by the prin- 
ciples of the electro-magnet system of 
induction in contradistinction to the 
parallel-wire systems. 
FISHING BY BLECTRICITY. 

M. Trouve, the French electrictan, 
has by an added touch of ingenuity, 
worked up the crude method of fishing 
by the electric light first adopted in 
this country, and notably off the coast 
of California, :into a really scientific 
plan for the. capture of the finny tribe. 
The new. fishing net is studded with 
electric lamps, ‘which, when submerged 
attract .the fish from far. and near. 
The frightening of the fish is care- 
fully avoided, as is also the destruction 
of their eggs. -The main body of light 
is placed near the center of the net, 
and as the fish collect there the edges 
of the net are caused to rise, and fence 
them in. This is done by making the 
upper edge of it of rubber tubing, 
which is-inflated by an air pump from 
the shore or the boat.
